In fact, I was inside the hall as litclo as possible, at the opening long enough to 
bo polite ana hear Bud's opening remarks , then for Lesar’s, anu the next day for the 
pnalo on the media, of v/hich X was part, but when Berkeley’s tine came I lfet, openly, 
and stayed out until ho was through. Cook did not show up. lane was not present. 

The opening session had close to 500 people. The number dwindled with each session. 

The se om to have expected more for tho Saturday meeting. I v/ould have also. 

The opening day had good TV presence. I am unaware of coverage, electronic or TV. 
Pacifica was there, * presume interviewing all the nojrs. I did not speak to them. Mean- 
ing they had no interest in zae because I initiated speaking to N&il Btrawser of CBS 
only, to give him a message for tk-orgo Herman. Hanralian covered all of both sessions 
for the Post, whose stories I liavo not seen. It cannot be favorable and honest. At 
Bud 1 a party Friday night Paul Volanotine, who had botn assigned to cover the Archives 
obscenity, tolo mt a colum liad be-n turned in, to which he contributed about a graft 
at the end only. But it would seem likely tliat the most responsible reporting would 
devote tho space to wliat had least if anything to do with the JFfa and other assassinations, 
like O’Toole’s grist gadget. If this is the case, we will bo better off, such was the 
nature of what was said and tliafce saying it. 

Jim Brown introduced me to Robert Brown, who introduced mo to Andrew $t. u eorge, 
who I had mots several years ago. and I both recalled that brief meeting. He remembered 
wh&t I did not, the name of Her Spiegel’s correspondent. The three of us spent much 
friendly time together.

I agther that Andy is content with the job Bud 
did for him, under some difficulty, before the Symington committee, which seems to have 
given Andy a rough time in its efforts to protect tho CIA in executive session. Andy has 
contact with Martinez, but not direct contact. He was unaware of means by which he might 
be able to establish direct contact. His eyes opened wide a 3 I told him how. In return, if 
it works, he is to do some questioning for me. I think this quiet telling him wliat he did 
not know when he is so proud of Ills expertise and among hie own, made him ab bit respectful. 
Ho or Brown or both indicated a suspicion about Szulc. Both know him and rather enjoy his 
allowing up at crises always accompanied by attractive woioen. One said he did not retire 
from the Times but was quietly fired aver some undisclosed fiasco having to do with his 
WG reporting, something to do with Florida, Cubans or both. x t is not unlikely I will hear 
further from both.
